NUMEROUS TOPICS W ERE 


DISCUSSED BY THE HOUSE

Washington, March 12.—General de­ 
bate on the postoffice bill continued in 
the house today, a number of topics be­ 
ing discussed. 
The proceedings were 
enlivened by a clash between Mr. Cor­ 
liss of Michigan and Mr. Richardson of 
Alabama on the subject of the Pacific 
cable. 
This is the second time these 
two members have locked horns on the 
cable question. Mr. Sims of Tennessee 
devoted some time to showing how the 
house had been “buncoed” in connection 
with the permanent census bill. 
Mr. 
Dougherty of Missouri discussed rural 
free delivery, Mr. Jackson of Kansas 
the government ownership of telegraphs 
and Mr. Greene of Pennsylvania 
the 
Philippine situation. The latter argued 
that if we would proclaim our purpose 
to grant independence to the Filipinos 
the insurrection would cease instantly. 
The house adjourned at 4:30 out of re­ 
spect to 
the memory 
of Doorkeeper 
Glenn, who died today. 


After transaction of routine business 
at the beginning of the session, the 
house went into committee of the whole 
and resumed the consideration of the 
postoffice appropriation bill.

NEW-CHWANG INCIDENT 
HAS BEEN SETTLED

Washington, March 12.—It is stated 
that the trouble growing out of the col­ 
lision between 
Russian soldiers and 
American sailors of the United States 
Steamship Vicksburg at New-ehwang 
has b?en settled satisfactorily through 
the preference', of apologies by the Rus­ 
sian commandant at that port to Cap­ 
tain Barry, commander of the Vicks­ 
burg. 
It appears that there were two 
separate and distinct affairs.

Teller county the discrimination would 
be against them. He quoted extensively 
from a letter from the Teller county 
attorney sustaining his views. He used 
a number of statistics showing the val­ 
uation 
placed against non-productive 
claims which in many instances was, 
he claimed, too high. He admitted that 
there were some claims in Teller county 
which could be assessed higher, but in 
many cases they were assessed too high. 
He said he was trying to frame an 
amendment which would 
catch those 
non-productive claims which everybody 
knew were being assessed too low. His 
amendment changing the word locality 
to county was lost and the senate ad­ 
journed in order to try to draft some 
kind of an amendment particularly ap­ 
plicable to the non-producing claims of 
Teller county. 


The house spent the day on the third 
reading of bills. After killing the M ar­ 
tin bill it passed the Dickerson meas­ 
ure decreasing the charge for incorpor­ 
ating in this state 50 per cent, and it 
also passed the Montgomery remedial 
bill, providing for the collection of the 
1901 corporation taxes. 


In discussing the Parks protest to­ 
night. Senator Seldomridge said that he 
did not believe it in any way affected!

MONDELL REPORTS ON 


TH E IRR IG A TIO N BILL.

W a sh in g to n , D. C., M arch 7.—Kepre- 
s e n ta tiv e Mondell to d a y p resen ted a r e ­ 
port on the g en eral irrigatio n biii w hich 
w as fram ed by w estern m em b ers, and 
w hich is now pen d ing in congress. 
The 
report presented is a com p reh ensive his­ 
tory of irrigation, an d 
prove a val- 


g ation legislation. 


In the repo rt Mr. Mondell gives a 
g en e ra l review of ex isting conditions 
in the west, a history of the bill und er 
consideration, and a detailed e x p la n a ­ 
tion of each of its provisions. 
H e p ro ­ 
nounces the bill w o rth y of su p po rt, an d 
in b eh alf of the m e as u re say s: 


“A ssu m in g th a t the th ree g r e a t 'p a r ­ 
ties were h onest in th e ir d eclaratio n in 
f a v o r of federal aid in n atio n al devel­ 
o p m e nt by irrigatio n of arid lands, and 
th a t th e president, w ho a p p ro ac h ed the 
s u b jec t in a sp irit of broad s ta t e s m a n ­ 
ship anti w ith 
th o ro u gh k now ledge of 
the situation, is correct in his position,

avoiding a hardship on com panies ca p ­ 
italized for immense sum s and doing 
more business outside of the state than 
inside. 


Those who supported the am endm ent 
contended that tho corporations would 
pay this sum without litigation while 
if it was not adopted it would result in 
d i n i n g m any corp ¡rations out of the 
state. 


The opponents say there is no justice 
in refusing to limit the flat tax on home 
corporations and then placing a limit on 
foreign companies. 


Senator Parks said the tax was a li­ 
cense. 
He held that last year there w as 
a $1.000 limit but llial the corporation:; 
did not pay their llat taxes. 


The am endm ent 
was 
lost. 
Senator 
Seldomridge moved to make the limit 
$2.000. but this w as also lost. 
Senator 
Farw cll moved that tho basis be two 
cents per $1,000 instead of four cents, 
but his am endm ent met the sam e defeat 
a s did the others. 


An am endm ent to the insurance s ec­ 
tion w as adopted which provides that 
insurance companies 
not 
capitalized 
shall pay a yearly tax of $1 per SI,000 
for every $1,000 of gross premiums. 


Senator Tanquary stirred up a hor­ 
net’s nest by m oving that all corpora­ 
tions losing their charters be so adver­ 
tised in one D enver and one Pueblo pa­ 
per. 
This was a provision of the bill 
last year and lost the state over $8,000. 


Senator Seldom iidge jokingly moved 
to advertise the list in Colorado Springs 
in older to guarantee that the people 
would know that the lists were being 
advertised. 
Tanquary raised the point 
of order that Colorado Springs did not 
support a Democratic paper and Sen a­ 
tor S tew art said there w as no need of 
advertising our troubles Outside of the 
United SlHtes. 
Senator Seldomi idge re­ 
plied contending that Colorado Springs 
had excellent papers.

General Funston in his speech said-

Were it 
not for the hope of the few' leaders still 
undtjr arms that the Cnited States is on 
the verge of a civil war in their behalf, 
all resistance would be at an end.

arm y and for a time served in the in­ 
surgent army. 
They were caught and 
hanged, 
it would have been more of an 
act nf iustiee had we banged people who 
signed the recent petition to congress 
askinff that we confer with the Philip­ 
pine leaders in an effort to secure peace. 


"In the one case two ignorant beings 
were executed while in the other people 
more guilty than they and in full pos­ 
session of their senses were allowed to 
go free.

SENATORS BY 
DIRECT VOTE 


By Associated Press. 


Washington, March 11.—For several 
hours today th- senate had the ship 
subsidy bill under consideration. 
Mr. 
Mallory, of Florida, made an extended 
speech in opposition to the measure. He 
analyzed the bill carefully and held that 
there was no good reason for its en a ct­ 
ment into law. saying he believed it 
would not accomplish the results hoped 
for it, by its promoters. 


Prior to consideration of the subsidy 
measure. 
a lively 
debate 
occutred 
over an effort on the part of Mu Ber­ 
ry of Arkansas, to ascertain when the 
committee on privileges and elections 
m ight be expected to report to the sen ­ 
ate the resolution providing for the e l e c ­ 
tion of senators by th" direct vote of the 
people. 


Mr. Hoar of Ma.-sachusoLls indicated 
his vigorous opposition to such a reso­ 
lution on the ground that it would sub­ 
vert the fundamental principles upon 
which the senate was founded. 


The senate, when it convened, at the 
request of Mr. Culloni dll.) one of the 
conferees, disagreed to the conlerenee 
report on the bill providing for the car­ 
rying into effect of the stipulations of 
article 
of the Paris treaty. 
T h o .sen­ 
ate insisted upon its am endm ents and 
Messrs. ( ’ullom. Lodge 
and 
Morgan 
Were named as conferees. 


Article 7 relates to the paym ents of 
claims in <’uba and the bill proposes 
to amend ihe act creating the Spanish 
claims commission so as to provide for 
the attendance of witnesses. 


Jn a privileged statem ent Mr. Berry 
(Ark.) said he had inirodu» eri parly in 
the present s»>=sion a resolution nrovid- 
ing for the election of senators by di­ 
rect vote of the people. 
This, together 
with a similar resolution adopted by 
the house or representatives had been 
referred i n t h e i.omniittee on privileges 
anil »'lections. 
The house had passed 
such a resolution four times, but the 
question had never been consider'd by 
th-' senate. 


lie was being pressed constantly, he 
said, by correspondents to know when a 
vote would hf> taken upon the question 
by the senate and ho desired to inquire 
of the chairman

Action upon it will be tak ­ 
en and a report upon it will be made. 


"In time to take h vote upon it at 
this sessio n ?" inquired Mr. B<-rry. 


"I have no doubt of it.” replied Mr. 
Burrows. 


Mr. Mitchell (lire.) in a statement in 
support of what Mr. Berry 
had said, 
expressed the hope that the committee 
on privik-ges and election would see its 
way to report the resolution either fav­ 
orably or adversely at an early day 
in order that the senate might have 
opportunity to act upon it. 


Mr. Hoar i.Vlass.i one of the members 
of the privileges and election committee, 
and a vigorous opponent of the resolu­ 
tion providing for the election of sen a ­ 
tors by direct vote of the people, said 
he thought the m atter ought not to be 
permitted to pass without a few words 
of comment. 


This is o n e ot tne most mipoi tanl 
questions." said he. "that has 
arisen 
since the adoption of the Constitution. 
Indeed, it is the first serious effort made 
to change the mechanism involved in 
the principles of the Constitution. This 
is a proposition to change the principle 
upon which the Constitution is founded, 
and it is a matter of historical fact that 
without the incorporation of this prin­ 
ciple the Constitution never would have 
been agreed to. 
The solemn pledge w as 
given to states, small and great, that Ihe 
equality of the states never would be 
destroyed without the consent of every 
one of them." 


He did not believe that the adoption of 
the resolution would be accomplished 
without a breach of the national pledge 
which lies at the foundation of this 
government. 
It was a question which 
he thought the American people ought 
to 
thoroughly 
understand 
because 
it 
w as one of the grt-.it.est ever brought 
into a legislative assem bly for action 
anywhere in the world. 
He had re­ 
ceived letters urging that senators be 
chosen by direct vote of the people, but 
every one of them bore evidence of a 
"worked up" sentiment. 


Mr. Hoar said he was willing to go 
before any representative American a s ­ 
sembly to discuss the proposition, which, 
to his mind struck at the very heart 
of the Constitution and to meet any 
champion of the proposition. 
He re­ 
ferred to the supreme court and to the 
I’nitrd States senate as the two great 
bodies »it the government which were 
free from the influence of popular m ove­ 
ments and popular excitement. 
The 
senate, he said, was the greatest de­ 
liberative assem bly in the world and he 
believed it the duty of the people to 
stand firm 
before the proposition to 
strike down one of the two glories of 
the republic. 


"1 will do my duty." said he. "as a 
member of the committee, but will not 
be hurried and the senate shall not be 


hurried if i can help it." 


In a brief reply to Mr. Hoar, Mr. Ber­ 
ry said that this was not the time to 
discuss the merits of the proposition, but 
he insisted that the senate had a. right 
to demand that the committee tu which 
the resolution ha»l been referred should 
make some kind of a report and he 
did not believe that the .senator from 
M assachusetts (Mr. Hoar) could pre­ 
vent a report from being made. 


Mr. Dubois (Idaho) maintained that 
the only point of the Constitution bear­ 
ing upon the question was that each 
state should have two senators. 
The 
manner of their election was not a vital 
principle. 


Mr. Stewart 
(Xovadai 
declared that 
the resolution embodied a m ovem ent fa ­ 
tal to the equality of the states in Lhe 
senate. To his mind, it meant the d e ­ 
struction of the senate and of the prin­ 
ciples upon which it was founded. 


At the conclusion of the debate, which 
had been proceeding by unanimous con­ 
sent, the senate passed XI private pen­ 
sion bills. 


Olht.r b,ll* »»»-:L- jia.'-i.cu aa follows. 
Am ending the act of February 2, 1901. 
to increase the efficiency of the perm a­ 
nent military establishment, so a s - t o 
provide foj- the transfer of officers from 
the line to the staff for four years ser­ 
vice. 
The senate then, at 2 o’clock, re- 
sumi'd consideration of the ship subsidy 
bill, and Mr. .Mallory of Florida, one of 
the Democratic m embers of the c o m ­ 
mittee on commerce addressed the se n ­ 
ate in opposition to the measure. 
He 
taid in its ultimate analysis the bill 
was a measure to take the money of 
the taxpayers to build up the private 
business of individuals and corporations. 
Referring to

Fry'e argum ent in

auxiliary navy, for which the pending 
bill provides 
he (||.| not believe th^re 
was suffi»-ient justification for the e x ­ 
traordinary expenditure proposed by th» 
bill.

After analyzing at length the provis- 
ions of the measure, Mr. Mallory d e ­ 
clared: 


'Congress never in its history passed 
a measure of this character. 
It has 
passed m any laws to advance private 
gain under the pretense of public policv, 
but never on»;, so absolutely bald and 
bold in its advancem ent of private pur­ 
poses as this measure." 


He would go as far as any senator 
to put the American merchant marine 
on a footing of equality with that, of 
other nations, but he could not indorse 
a "measure so at variance with every 
principle of right and justice. 


Mr. McCumber (X. D.i and Mr. Depew 
(X. Y.) gave notice that 
t h e y ' would 
address the senate tomorrow on the 
ship subsidy bill. 


Mr. Proctor gave notice that a f t e r the 
disposition of the bill to protect the 
president of the T'nited StatPS he would 
move that 
the oleomargarine bill be 
made the unfinished business. 


Mr. Frye referred to the fact th at it 
had 
been claimed that the clause In 
section 6 of the ship subsidy bill which 
directs paym ent to the owner or owners 
of an y vessel of the United tSates “dulr 
registered by a citizen of the United 
States," would place under the provis­ 
ion of the bill the four ships that had 
been admitted to an American register. 
H e therefore submitted an amendment, 
which w a s adoptee], m aking the clause 
read: 


"Hereafter built and registered in the 
United States or now duly registered.“ 


Mr. Allison, "trying" as he said, “ to 
get an interpretation of nrovisions that 
are a little blind to me," directed some 
questions at .Mr. Frye. 
His desire, he 
said, w as to ascertain whether proper 
safeguards had been thrown around the 
bill to protect the governm ent in the 
m aking of so large an expenditure as it 
proposed. 
The questions asked by the 
Iowa senator were largely' technical, re­ 
lating to the classification of ships, the 
number of vessels to be benefited by 
the act, the amount of money paid in the 
aggregate, etc. 
The colloquy which en ­ 
sued developed the fact that a coast­ 
wise vessel m ight register at a n y port 
which it touched and enter from that 
port the ocean carrying trade and re­ 
ceive a subsidy under this bill. 
It de­ 
eloped also that a vessel engaged in 
trade between the United States and 
the Philippines would receive the sub ­ 
sidy until the coastw ise navigation law s 
should be extended byr congress to the 
Philippine archipelago. 
Afterward, no 
vessel engaged tn the Philippine trade 
would receive the subsidy. 


Mr. Frye explained that the subsidy, 
being based on the classification of v e s ­ 
sels. would be paid to ships without 
respect to their age, the worth of a 
vessel being dependent entirely upon its 
classification. 


At the conclusion of the colloquy, and 
after reading a veto m essage from the 
president, the senate at 5:25 p. m. a d ­ 
journed. 


PBJOTCE LEAVES FOB HOME.

New' York, March 11.—Prince Henry 
of Prussia sailed for Germany on board 
the H am burg-A m ericun line's D eu tsch ­ 
land this afternoon. 
H is last day in 
America w as spent entirely on board 
the D eutschland but it w a s w ell filled 
with Incidents. 
The prince breakfasted 
early, and ab ou t 
10 o’clock 
began to 
receive official farewell visitors, includ­ 
ing representatives of Germ any in this 
country and those o f the United States 
governm ent. 
Mayor L ow of N ew York 
wag also a caller and the prince, in 
bidding him farewell, ga v e a hint that 
h e had som e intention of returning to 
A m erica for a second visit. The prince, 
in replying to the m ayor’s expressions, 
said: 


VI. thank the citissens of N ew York for 


all their kindness to me which I ap ­ 
preciate deeply. 
If 1 should return to 
America T should feel when 1 reached 
N ew York that I was once more at 
home." 


The members of th»- party that accom ­ 
panied the prince on bis lour were his 
guests at luncheon. 
Covers were laid 
tor 2S persons in the dining room of the 
steam ship and music was furnished by 
the band from the Hohenzollern. At the 
close of the luncheon, when the time 
cam e to say good bye the prince, taking 
a rose from the table said: 


"This is the badge of that which I 
have been admiring during m y entire 
trip to the I'nited States. 
American 
beauty.” 


He placed the flower in his button­ 
hole and each guest followed his e x ­ 
ample. 


Immediately after the luncheon at the 
prince's invitation the parly went to 
the commander's bridge of the D eutsch­ 
land and 
w as 
there 
photographed. 
Then the real leave taking began. 
The 
final farewells were said by the m em ­ 
bers of the German em bassy at W a sh ­ 
ington. An incident of the forenoon was 
the call of 
the committee of 40 New 
York letter carriers, 
representing 
the 
New York branch of letter carriers a s ­ 
sociation. 
They came to 
present to 
the prince a bronze tablet in com m em ­ 
oration of the 
martyred presidents of 
the United States, Lincoln, Garfield and 
McKinley. 
The letter carriers failed to 
see the prince and were received by 
Admiral von Secher.Uorf in his behalf. 
In thanking them the admiral said his 
royal highness in return for the present 
would send to the N ew 
York 
Letter 
Carriers association his portrait with 
his autograph to hang on the w alls of 
the organization's room in N ew York. 


Shortly before the D eutschland sailed 
the United Singing societies o f Hudson 
county, N. J.. appeared ou the deck 
of the Princess Victoria Louise which 
lay alongside the D eutschland and sang 
a number o f selections. 
Prince Henry 
appeared on the bridge ot, the D eu tsch ­ 
land w ith Captain Albers and bowed 
his acknow ledgm ents repeatedly. 


W hen the ship 
sailed 
all the a p ­ 
proaches and the 
pier 
house 
were 


ciowded. 
The first cabin section o f the 
D eutschland w as packed all the after­ 
noon with passengers and their friends 
and in m any cases women had to be res­ 
cued from the crush to see the prince. 
The Deutschland sailed at 3:45. 
As she 
moved a w a y from the pier the cheering 
w as continuous. 
The prince appeared 
on the bridge and bowed. 
All down 
North river the passing tugs and craft 
of e\‘ery description g ave the great liner 
and her distinguished passenger a noisy 
send off. 
The Deutschland reached the 
narrows at 4:35.

REFORM IN SENATORIAL ELECTIONS. 


O 


N FElSltl'ARY lo I ho national house of representa­ 
tives passed House Joint Rewduiion Xo. 41. which 
provides lor tIn- e h ■< timi of I'nited Stales sen­ 
ators by direct vote of the people. 
The resolu­ 
tion was indorsed unanimously l>y the com m ittee that 
reported it, and the opposition to it in the house was so 
slight that there was no serious discussion of it and the 
vote was taken without a roll call, the speaker merely 
declaring that it had received the necessary two-thirds 
in its favor. 
This resolution is worded the same as that 
which had been previously passed by the house and 
ignored by the senate. 
1» presenting ;he resolution tor 
final passage. Mr. Corliss 
( R epublican). ol 
Michigan, 
who had charge of the m easure, said: 


“Mr. Speaker, it is not my purpose lo discuss this 
joint resolution. 
This resolution is almost, identical with 
the resolutions adopted in 
th e 
Fifty fourth. 
Fifty-fifth 
and Fifty-sixth congresses. 
i h a \ e personally discussed 
it on the floor of the house'. 
It is well known to all of 
the. m embers, and 1 will content myself with the reitera­ 
tion of the rem arks of our distinguished speaker in th e 
Ffty-fifth congress when he said that ¡his was a m easure 
demanded by the American people, and that the members 
of this house, representing directly the people, should 
pass Ihis measure and continue to pass it. and knock upon 
the doors of the senate until it listens to the voice of the 
people.” 


Nevertheless, there is too much reason to believe that 
the present senate will pro\o as deaf to the popular 
demand as previous senates have been. 
The joint reso­ 
lution has been refei red to the senate committee on 
privileges and elections, and there it is likely to remain. 


There is, however, a way in which the reluctance of 
the senate to change the methods of electing its m em bers 
can be overcome. 
The (.’(institution wisely provides that 
upon application of the legislatures of two-thirds of the 
several states congress shall call a convention for pro­ 
posing am endm ents to tie- Constitution. 
Such resolu­ 
tions have already been adopted by nearly the required 
number of legislatures, one of the latest to do so being 
that of Nebraska. 
This Nebraska resolution was pre­ 
sented to the national house of representatives on the day 
following the passage of the joint resolution above re ­ 
ferred to, and in accordant o with the usual custom a 
circular m essage was also sent to the legislatures of the 
other states informing them of the action of the Nebraska 
legislature, and this message was received in Denver a 
few days ago. 
Colorado is. as we are informed, one of 
the states that have already adopted such a resolution 
for a constitutional convention. 


The facts here stated show sufli'-b nt ly that the move­ 
ment in favor of the election of I'nited States senators 
by direct vote of th-' people is no longer partisan or sec­ 
tional. 
It is. as Mr. Corliss said, a m easure demanded by 
the American people. 
The only obstacle in the way of its 
accomplishment is the stubborn opposition of the I'nited 
States senate, many of whose m em bers could never have 
reached their present position under a system different 
from the one now in force, while the theoretical argu-

T h e s e figures show the rapid growth of the heet 
sugar industry in the I'nited States, and they also in­ 
dicate very clearly that. Colorado has already assumed 
the position of leadership in this industry. 
It will be 
noticed 
that Colorado now 
has a 
larger num ber ol­ 
factories than any other : tale, and this in spite of the 
fact that it was one of the latest to engage in sugar- 
m aking. 
The figures presented substantiate the state­ 
ment. made sometime ago that 
Colorado-grown beets 
contain a larger amount oi 
sugar than those of any 
other sta'e. 


It would be espeeially unfoi lunate and foolish in 
the face of such a showing to adopt any measure that 
would endanger so promising an industry as this. 
The 
Bugar beet is grown by free labor, it is grown under 
conditions that tend towards a high state of civilization, 
and social organization. 
It is an industry that can be 
made a part of our industrial system without harm 
or danger to any one. and with im portant benefits to 
the sections chiefly concerned and the nation at large. 
The Republican policy of protection could not find a 
better opportunity than is offered by the sugar beet in­ 
dustry, and no more serious m istake could be m ade at 
the present time than to deny protection to this in­ 
dustry under any kind of an excuse. 


The beet sugar growers have a right, to expect 
favorable treatm ent 
from the Republican 
party, and 
from the I'nited 
States 
government, and the figures 
presented both by the local authorities and the national 
government abundantly support their claims.

H E R E does not appear to be any danger that this 
republic will suffer through the lack of someone 
to m aintain the negative on any question under 
discussion. 
In even so simple a m atter as the 
protection of the president from the assault of anarchists, 
a senator is willing to m ake himself conspicuous by op­ 
posing a law which seems reasonable to 9'J out of every 
HiO Americans, regardless of party. 


Senator Bacon's idea is that the president is no better 
before the law than any other American citizen and 
therefore there ought not to be made any law which puis 
him on a different footing from anyone else. 


Hut the president is exposed to unusual danger be­ 
cause he is the president. 
If Garfield had not been 
entrusted by his fellow countrymen with the arduous 
duties of the presidency, including the selection and ap­ 
pointment of many thousands of governm ent officials at 
home and abroad, he would have been safe from the 
bullet of the assassin. 
No one would have killed Garfield 
on account of individual hatred, because he was a good, 
peaceful and K i n d l y man. 
The assault made upon him 
was due entirely to his official acts, done in the discharge 
of his official duties. 
So with President McKinley, the 
blow which ended his life was aimed not at the indi­ 
vidual. lor his generous, kindly and honorable character 
would have exempted him even from the hatred of the 
anarchist, but it was aimed at the official head of the 
nation, 
the 
i epresentative of the 
law 
against which 
anarchy has declared its warfare. 


It is only fair and right, then, that the people should 
enact special laws to protect the president from the 
special danger to which he is exposed as the representa­ 
tive of the people, and that they should pro\ide proper 
punishment for the violation of those laws. 


If is also true that the evil resulting from an attack 
upon the president is much greater and more far-reaching 
in its consequences than comes from an assault upon a 
private citizen. 
The interruption of our governmental 
affairs, the change of national policy, the disturbance of 
our entire business and industrial world, are some of 
the things that would be likely to come from the assas­ 
sination of the president, and such things as these are 
among the objects of such crimes. 
Deplorable as the 
death of any private citizen might be. it could not pos­ 
sibly entail the serious consequences to the whole nation 
that might easily come from the death of the president. 


For these two reasons, therefore, if for no others, it 
is entirely proper that a law should be enacted by con­ 
gress making the assassination of the president of the 
United States a different crime under the law from a 
murderous attack upon a private citizen. 
It is a different 
crime, in fact, and a much more serious one. 


UNNECESSARY FEAR. 


S 


O much has been said and written lately about 
the danger of tuberculosis and the necessity for 
the observance of proper sanitary precautions 
on the part of those affected by this disease 
and their associates, that there is danger of a wrong 
idea in the public mind that may lead to regrettable 
consequences. 


Dr. John Inglls, well known in this city, recently 
wrote a communication to the Journal of the Ameri­ 
can Medical association in which he said: 


The recent agitation in California shows a 
growing tendency to make the life of a tuber­ 
culous pqtipni rntsnra'i!0. 
It is said to be done 
in the interests of the people and for the good 
of the states that arc to bar these unhappy 
victims. 
But in fact it is due to nothing less 
than 
what 
may 
be 
called 
t uberculophobia. 
Physicians are to a 
great 
extent 
responsible 
for 
this. 
There 
are 
too 
many exaggerated 
statem ents about the contagiousness of tuber­ 
culosis. 
Here is a 
city 
built up almost en­ 
tirely by its fame as a health resort for lung 
patients: 
also because no useless restrictions 
have been placed upon invalids. 
Vet it is a 
fact th a t there are hundreds of people in Colo­ 
rado who came for their health, have regain?d 
it and taken up perm anent residence, who now 
advocate the passage of laws restricting'others 
from regaining their health in the same way. 
A young man from the east went to New Mexi­ 
co over a year 
ago. 
He 
arrived 
in a town 
where he found the people so afraid of a con­ 
sumptive th a t it was with the greatest diffi­ 
culty he secured boarding, and he was unable 
to find a place in the town where he could rent 
a room 
permanently. 
Disheartened 
and dis­ 
couraged he turned eastward again, only to die. 
Such fear is nothing short of criminal. 
It seems 
to me 
that 
the 
medical 
profession at least 
should be the friend of the sick. 
Even con 
■ sumptives are entitled to some rights. 


The plan suggested of isolating them in 
colonies like lepers is both inhuman and un­ 
called for. 
If there is anything depressing to 
the mental condition of a consumptive it is in 
being thrown 
into 
constant 
eoniact with so 
many other in his own state. 
W hatever may 
be the legal light of a state to shut the citizens 
of other states out from its natural advantages 
i though we doubt the legality of it) there can 
be no question about the inhumanity of such 
a law. 


Any physician knows iliat tuberculosis is 
neither 
contagious 
nor infeitious 
as the 
or­ 
dinary layman understands those term«. 
Yet 
we meet with people who will walk a block 
out of their way to keep from passing one of 
these poor victims. 
A 
few 
days ago I was 
called to s e e a man who works at one of the 
hotels in this city. 
He had a severe cold and 
an accom panying cough. 
His first question was: 


"Do you think I could have caught consum p­ 
tion?'' 
i inquired how. 
“ Well.” he said, “there 
were some men stopping here who had It." 
I 
found out th a t the men referred to had stopped 
at the hotel over night, and my patient had an 
idea lie might have taken it from them as he 
".ould 
smallpox. 
No 
word 
but "panic1’ ex­ 
presses the present attitude toward this disease 
in some quarters. 
Dr. Inglis speaks approvingly of Colorado Springs 
as a place where no 
useless 
restrictions have been 
placed upon invalids. 
Yet even here instances might 
be cited where wholly unnecessary hardship and wrong 
have been inflicted because of unreasonable and yn- 
scientifie fear. 


T here is need of better and 
more exact 
public 
knowledge upon this subject. 


It is not surprising that Japan should ieel extraor­ 
dinary pleasure in the new Anglo-,Japanese treaty. 
Its 
conclusion not only makes it possible for Japan to con­ 
tinue the struggle against Russian aggrcbsiuu iti northern 
China in a way that was not possible before, but it raises 
Japan in dignity as a nation to a degree never before 
attained by her. 
So far, however, the Japanese seem to 
realize the necessity for bearing them selves w ith dignity 
under the circum stances, and thus far the British have 
had no cause to be ashamed of their new ally. 


SUGAR AND MORALS. 


T 


H E ALACRITY with which eastern sentimentalists 
are ready to sacrifice w estern sugar interests to 
pay the “moral duty” to Cuba, reminds one of 
the willingness with which A rtem as W ard offered 
his wife’s relations on the altar of his country. 
Some of 
the people and many of the newspapers of the east are 
evidently willing to go to any lengths to convince the 
Cubans th a t we love them as our own. so long as no 
eastern interests are injured thereby. 


Also we are expected to admit that the demand of the 
western sugar growers is selfish and immoral, and that 
we of the west ought lo In- not only willing but eager to 
be offered up for the benefit of eastern trade and m anu­ 
factures. 
The fact that the Republican party is com­ 
mitted to the policy of protection and that specific and 
definite promises have been made to the sugar beet 
growers is entirely overlooked. 


Now' so far as the question of morals is concerned it 
does not seem that it is any worse for the people of the 
west lo advocate ar.d to work for something that very 
greatly concerns their business interests than it is for 
the people of the east to try to got the Cuban tariff 
lowered in order that they may buy sugar a little cheaper 
and have a little larger market for their manufactures. 
But it certainly is a onesriee ef considerable moral im por­ 
tance w hether the Republican part}- and the Republican 
adm inistration is going to keep its word towards the 
western beet growers and the western sugar makers, and 
protect them from cheap tropical labor, as it expressly 
agreed to do. 


If the country has a moral duty towards Cuba that has 
not already been discharged a dozen times over, lot it 
meet the obligation honorably, but let it r.ot be made 
an excuse for violating promises to our own citizens. 
Let 
the nation not put itself in the attitude of wrongfully 
takiug money from the west in order to be generous in 
its charity towards Cuba.

O one can count himself to be acquainted with 
what is going on in the state unless he is con­ 
versant with the progress at Pueblo.

It is of importance to every resident 
of Colorado, but it is especially so to the neighboring 
city of Colorado Snriugs which has always manifested 
a friendly interest in the welfare of Pueblo. 
At the 
present time, especially, we have the right to believe 
that the growth of Pueblo will be a very strong influence 
towards the perm anent prosperity of Colorado Springs. 
The two cities are not and cannot be rivals in any un­ 
friendly sense of the word. 
Our people are glad to 
learn of Pueblo's prosperity and to do all they ca.i to 
assist in promoting its welfare in the same spirit that 
we know would be shown to us under like circumstances. 


RURAL FREE DELIVERY. 


T 


H E R E are always plenty of members of con­ 
gress who will oppose on grounds of nanow 
economy auything that tends to the general 
welfare of the country and this is especially so 
when Ihe m atter is not one that, concerns their own 
immediate and personal interests. 
It is not surprising 
therefore, th at there should be objection to the continu­ 
ance and extension of the free mail delivery in the rural 
districts, but it would be hard to find any good or suffi­ 
cient argum ent against the system which has been so 
successful in operation and has been so eagerly wel­ 
comed and approved by those whom it is intended to 
benefit. 


That the general intelligence of the people is a bene­ 
fit to the nation and may properly be made the object 
of governmental care and expense is so well established 
as a principle of the American republic that ii is no 
longer subject to argument. 
And it is of equal impor­ 
tance that the government should do what it can Welii; 
reasonable limits to promote contentment, morality and 
high standards of living among its people. 
The popu- 
lation of the rural districts are especially worthy of ai 
tcntion for two reasons: they are so situated that they 
cannot of themselves m aintain that constant tom b with 
the life of the nation that is possible 
in 
the 
m o n 
thickly populated cities, and they are particularly val­ 
uable to the government as citizens. 
Besides that. :.',e 
work done in the rural districts is of the utmost im­ 
portance to the nation and it is directly for the national 
advantage to make country life as agreeable as possi­ 
ble. 


It is not fair and it is not. right that special favors 
should be shown to the people of any class or section. 
The residents of the cities should not be taxed to give 
exceptional advantages to the farmers. 
But. on the 
other hand, the people of the country have a right to ex­ 
pect the sam e treatm en t from the government that the 
city people receive, and the m ere question of additional 
cost should not decide the m atter against them. 
The 
application of this principle is seen in the school sys­ 
tem. 
It undoubtedly costs more per capita for the child 
in the country school house than for the city child, but 
both are entitled to an education and the state feels 
that neither must be neglected. 
The same principle ap­ 
plies to the rural mail delivery. 
It costs more to get 
the new spaper or the letter to the farmer ami the far­ 
mer's wile and the farm er's children, but they need them 
more, and the nation is doing an injustice to no one in 
seeing that they are served wherever it is reasonably 
possible1 to do so. 


W hen the system of rural delivery was introduced 
by the postoffice departm ent it was with the under­ 
standing that it was in the nature of an experiment, and 
that if it was successful it would he gradually extended 
to cover a larger area of territory. 
The experiment has 
baen tried and it has been found to be even more suc­ 
cessful than was expected by 
its 
founders. 
T h e re 
should be no hesitation in carrying out the original pur­ 
pose. 
The rural mail delivery should be extended as 
rapidly and as far as it is possible to do so. 


Considerable interest is being aroused in Colorado 
in the 
m atter 
of 
the

Paso, 
Texas. 
So 
far 
as 
the 
dam 
itself 
is 
con­ 
cerned. 
it 
is 
not 
a 
m atter 
that 
Colorado 
cares 
about one way or another, but the interesting part of it to 
us is that it involves the question of the right of a state 
or teilitory to take water from a stream tor irrigation 
purposes against the wishes of those farther down its 
course. 
In this case it is the New Mexicans that are 
diverting the water, and it is the people of old Mexico 
that are claiming the water for their own fields and 
orchards under the pretense that the navigability of the 
river is being destroyed. 
If New Mexicans were de­ 
prived of the use of the water, the next step would 
probably be to endeavor to shut off Colorado from using 
any of the water from this stream, and this case also 
has an im portant bearing on the similar controversy over 
the waters of tho Arkansas river, now in dispute between 
Colorado and Kansas. 
The whole m atter is one that 
should be settled by the supreme court of the United 
Slates as soon as possible, and it will be a constant source 
of annoyance and vexation until it is settled.

in consultation and had agreed. upon 
practically all the">..points, to bo cov- 
ered in, concession * treaties, nothing 
really being left in that connection 
but to put tlie agreements in writing. 
Ho said that the governments of those 
two countries had manifested a dispo- 
sition to make all'the concessions the 
United States could ask to aid in the 
construction 
of the canal and that 


among these concessions is one for 
perpetual right of, way.

'and appropriates $10,000,000 for be-' 
'ginning the work.

A large number of those who changed 


their opinion during the 
time which 


elapsed between the two votes, ex- 
plained the change by saying that the 
senate had reinserted the flat tax in 
the revenue bill against the Insurance 
companies and that this measure would 
mean a burden against the insurance 
companies. Those who supported the 
Martin bill today contended that while 
the senate had placed a flat tax against 
Insurance companies In the revenue bill, 
the cha,riees were that it was only tem- 
porary and might not remain there. 
They contended that the senate was 
changing the revenue bill dally and that 
it is not assured that any section will 
stay. They insisted upon the passage 
of this bill with the understanding that 
if the senate finally adopted the flat tax 
against insurance companies, a compro- 
mise could be reached. Their appeals, 
however, were in vain, and the bill was 
killed. 
Mr. Sprague, chairman of the com- 


mittee On banking and insurance, which 
committee presented the bill to the 
house with the recommendation that it 
pass, voted for the bill on every stage. 
In his talks he'said he wished to be 
Just to the insurance companies as well 
aa to all interested, as to the matters 
of taxation. The house had voted'to 
exempt insurance companies from the 
flat tax. He was In favor of abolishing 
all flat taxes, but when the house ex- 
empted Insurance companies from flat 
taxes, it was only just that their in- 
come tax should be raised as taxes had 
been increased on every other moneyed 
interest. Mr. Sprague was amazed at 
the change in the vote on third reading. 


The senate surprise occurred late in 


the afternoon. When the mining sec- 
tion was reached. Senator Parks of 
Arapahoe, offered his protest which af- 
fected the following senators: Annear, 
Buckley, Hallett, Newell, Roe and Sel-

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ate and it also created a war of words 
between Senator Taylor who was in 
the chair, and the author of the protest.

He said it would decrease the mining 
property of Teller county $6,000,000. • He 
explained that owing to the newness of 
the county the taxes were necessarily 
high and if the mining property was 
decreased $6,000,000 the amount of taxes 
to be gained therefrom would have to 
be made up from the other property of 
the county, which w.ould be unfair. 


Senator Seldomridge supported his 
amendment. . He did not believe the fi- 
nance committee-had given this particu- 
lar feature of the bill careful considera- 
tion. He held that it gave the county 
assessors, especially In Teller county, 
the power to levy an unfair taxation on 
non-productive mining property. He 
said the word locality might mean with- 
in the 
immediate neighborhood, and 
that unproductive property within the 
immediate neighborhood of the Port- 
land or other large mines could be un- 
fairly valued. He contended that if the 
amendment prevailed thei-e would be 
scores of non-producing mines In Crip- 
ple Creek which would pay more than 
the producing mines. He argued that 
the acreage adjoining producing mines 
has 
calls for more expenditures of 
money than t.he a,creag£ or - non-pro- 
ducing claims that do not adjoin produc- 
:ng mines. He contended that the .sale 
price of a non-producing claim d}d not 
always reflect its true value. He held 
:hat in Teller county a peculiar condi- 
tion existed which under the law would 
value non-producing claims higher than 
the same kind of property In any other . 
county in the state. He had letters 
from the assessors of different counties 
showing what the non-producing claims 
were assessed at. A few were .as f ol- 
.ows: 
La Plata, $150 each; Leadville, 


$50 to $100 per acre; Chaffee, $165 each; 
Slear Creek, -$250 .to $3,500 per i claim. 
He held that the assessors in other 
counties are discriminating in favor of 
the 
: non-productive claims, -while in 


Teller county the discrimination .would 
be against them. He quoted extensively 
from a letter from the Teller, cpunty 
attorney sustaining his views. He used 
a number of statistics showing the va};- 
uation placed against non-productive 
claims which in many instances* was, 
he claimed, too. high. He admitted that 
there were some claims in Teller county 
which could be assessed higher, but in 
many cases they were assessed top high. 
He said he was trying to frame an 
amendment - which ; would catch those 
nonproductive claims which everybody 
knew were being assessed too low. His 
amendment changing the word locality 
to county was lost and the senate ad-

Cripple Creek, March 7.—The after- 
math of the KuyKendall-Lake trial 
came today In the district court when 
C. L. Killam and Claude Maxwell went 
upon the stand and swore that they had 
knowingly and deliberately committed 
perjury by testifying falsely in the at- 
tempt to prove alibis for KUykendall 
arid Lake In the trial. The two men 
implicated Attorney 
Eugene Engley, 
Andy Sellers, Attorney J. M. Hodgson 
ami George Wimberly. Tonight infor- 
mations were filed in the district court 
charging these four men with perjury, 
subornation of perjury and attempt- 
ing: to defeat the ends of justice. The 
Informations were sworn to by H. A. 
Shipman and H. J. Grant, superinten- 
dent and assistant superintendent of 
Stratton's Independence, limited. Bonds 
have been fixed at $3,000 in each case 
and the warrant will probably bo served 
tonight. ; - 
Since the time they testified in the 
district court, C. L. Killam and Claude 
Maxwell have been in the county jail, 
charged with perjury. 
This afternoon 
they were brought into the district court 
room for their hearing. Mrs. Rose Bed- 
ford was also in court to answer the 
same charge. Attorney Owen Prentlss 
appeared for Killam and Maxwell. Mrs. 
^Redford stated that General Engley 


•was her attorney, but the court replied 
that General Engley was In contempt 
of court and that until he had purged 
himself of such contempt he would not 
be permitted to appear for or represent 
person.

A'fter a brief consultation, in the di- 
vision 2 court room, Killam and Max- 
well, with their attorney, came before 
Judge Seeds and sprung the sensation. 
Both men agreed to go upon the stand 
and tell all they knew of the perjury 
they had committed and which they 
had acknowledged. C. L. Killam, after 
being sworn, took the stand and told 
the following story: "I first knew of 
this case (meaning the Kuykendall- 
Lake case,) about the time it was set 
for trial. I was at home most of the 
Sunday afternoon previous to the trial. 
During that afternoon I was asleep and 
when I got up my mother stated that 
there was a messenger there after me, 
and I was requested to go to the Apex 
saloon. I went there about 9 o'clock 
in the evening, but the party who 
wanted to see me was not there, and I 
went away. I returned again later and 
about midnight I met Andy Sellers, who 
told me that I was wanted at a lawyer's 
office and he asked me if I would go. I 
told him yes, and we proceeded to the 
ofiice of General Engley In the Nolon 
club. He first said that he would go up 
and see if the lawyer was ready to see 
me, and he returned, in a short time, 
and we together went to Mr. Engley's 
office. This was about 12:30 a. m. Mon- 
day morning. General Engley explained 
to me what he wanted. He stated that 
In order to clear Kuykendall and Lake 
it was necessary to prove an alibi, and 
he wanted to know if I. would go on 
the stand and swear to the alibi.

over there. 
General Funston then said: 
"All sorts of men get into the army. 
There are good, bad and indifferent, 
but I believe that 95 per cent, of the 
American soldiers are a brave and hu- 
mane lot of men. 
The other 5 per cent, 


who have been writing letters to news- 
papers have ornamented the insldes of 
a grog house longer than they have 
distinguished themselves in the field." 


General Funston then mentioned sev- 
eral instances of personal bravery of 
men in the army which resulted In their 
death, including those of Captain God- 
frey and Sergeant O'Brien. 
He was 


present when Sergeant O'Brien was 
shot and said: "It was one of those 
wild moments that are worth 10 years 
of humdrum existence." 
His listeners cheered 
the remark. 
Then General Funston said: 
'All of those men who have fallen 
since December, 1900, have been vic- 
tims of a lot of misinformed_and mis- 
guided people in the United Slates. It 
is perfectly proper for us to have all 
sorts of opinions as to what we should 
do with the Philippine 
islands 
but 


for heaven's sake let us keep them to 
ourselves until every square inch of 
that territory 
recognizes

eignty of the United States." 
General Funston then gave many ex- 


amples to show that the Filipino lead- 
ers were not true patriots. 
He men- 


tioned the slaying of Antonio Luna who 
was ordered slain by Aguinaldo. .Gen- 
eral Funston said that Aguinaldo had 
told him in regard to Luna's death: 
"I had him killed simply because hp 


would have been dictator instead of 
myself. 


"Would you imagine George .Wash- 
ington doing anything like that?" asked 
General Funston. 
The general said there was not one 


of the so-called Filipino patriots who 
could not be convicted of murder if 
he was tried by a jury. 
He declared 
that there had never been a war In 
the world's histocy where the soldiers 
had shown such humanity as had the 
American troops in the Philippine is- 
lands. 
He then told of 24 American 
soldiers who had joined the Filipinos 
and who were afterwards captured and 
executed as traitors, and then said: 
"There are many men In the United 
States who did more with their mouths 
and minds to aid the insurgents than 
did these poor men with the Krag- 
Jorgensen rifles. 
I would rather sets 


those men hanged for treason than tn 
see one of our soldiers dead on the field 
of battle." 


The general then declared the Flll- 


plnois could not be classed with the 
Cubans and he said that if the United 
Staje* troops should now leave 
thf> 


Philippine islands there could be half 
a dozen different kinds of civil war 
there and that the world would hold 
the United States responsible for them. 


The general said he talked with Ag- 
ulnaldo on their way back to Manila 
on the Vlcksburg and that Aguinaldo 
told him that neither Dewey nor anv 
one else had promised him anything, 
but that he and his people had faith 
in the Americans.

ANOTHER VICTIM OF THE 
BEAUMONT BOBBEB OAN&.

St. Louts, March 9.—A special to the 
Republic from Beaumont, Texas, says 
the body of a fifth victim of a gang of 
murderers and robbers was taken from 
the Neches river, in the eastern suburbs 
of Beaumont today. The first of the 
bodies was recovered in the early part 
of January. At the finding of the fifth 
body every officer In the town was set 
to work on the mystery and this after- 
noon IS hoboes who have been living 
in the river bottom near the city, were 
arrested and locked up on suspicion that 
they are at the bottom of the series of 
robberies and murders. 
The body found today was that of a 
man about 45 years old and U had lain 
in the water perhaps 30 days. 
Every 
pocket in the clothing worn by the 
corpse had been rifled and the skull and 
waj had been crushed In by a blow. 
There was not a paper on the body by 
which it might be identified but the 
wounds in the head made it certain that 
the man had met his death at the hands 
of a gang of murderers and robbers, 
since his death had been brought about 
exactly as in the case of the four vic- 
tims previously taken from the river. 
The skull of each had been mashed In 
nnd valuables which two of them were 
known to have had were missing. The 
pockets bore evidence of having been 
rifled in each case.

MONDELL REPORTS ON 
THE IBBIGATION BILL. 


Special to the Gazette. 


Washington, D. C., March 7.—Repre- 


sentative Mondell today presented a re- 
port on the general irrigation bill which 
was framed by western members, and 
which is now pending in congress. The 
report presented is a comprehensive his- 
tory of Irrigation, and will prove a val- 
uable publication for reference in irri- 
gation legislation. 
In the report Mr. Mondell elves s. 
Eeneral review of "existing conditions 
itV the west, a history of the bill under 
consideration, and a, detailed explana- 
tion of each of its provisions. He pro- 
nounces the bill worthy of support, and 
In'behalf of the measure says: 
i "/Assuming that the three great ^par- 
ties were honest in their declaration in 
fa'vor of federal aid in national devel- 
opment by irrigation of arid lands, and 
that the president, who approached the 
subject in a spirit of broad statesman- 
ship and with thorough knowledge of 
the situation, is correct in his position, 
and that a careful study of the present 
situation warrants and demands the be- 
ginning at this time of national assist- 
ance in this mighty work, the bill In 
question is defendable from any stand- 
point. If there be any reasonable basis 
of criticism against it, it would be from 
tho standpoint of the region vitally af- 
fected, and on the ground that so care- 
ful had been the framers of the meas- 
ure to safeguard it in line with the 
traditional American policy of home- 
bulldlne and small land holdings, of 
conservative, systematic and harmon- 
ious development of the arid region, and 
the recognition of the rrtost perfect prin- 
ciples governing the use of water in ir- 
rigation, as demonstrated by centuries 
of experience, that it does not hold out 
the inducements to rapid settlement, or 
promise of stimulated increase in irri- 
gated area which some might wish;* but 
all these possible criticisms, if there bo 
foundation for them, are of errors on 
virtue's side. 
''The use of the proceeds of the sales 


of public lands in the territory named 
for the purposes contemplated, does not 
pledge the national government to any 
appropriations directly from the nation- 


dividual or co-operative effort, to be so 
constructed. Further, the bill is in- 
tended to supplement rather than to 
usuri> the domain of private and co- 
operative enterprise. The payment by 
the settler of the cost of reclamation 
eliminates all danger of ruinous compe- 
tition with the smaller and less com- 
plicated works which may be under- 
taken by private enterprises, and there 
can be no doubt that, as time passes 
such development will be stimulated 
by the work carried on by the govern- 
ment, and the greater proportion of ir- 
rigation development will be under- 
taken and accomplished by private en- 
terprise." 
As to what the measure will accom 
plish, the report says: 


"It is confidently 
hoped that 
the 
measure will produce a fund amounting 
at the beginning, to from two to two 
and a half million dollars per annum, 
which will gradually increase by fhe 
sales of land under the various projects 
undertaken, and that this fund will be 
sufficient to construct such works and 
carry on such enterprises as are neces- 
sary to bo undertaken by the govern- 
ment to: insure a reasonable, systematic 
and harmonious development of the ir- 
rigation possibilities of the arid region. 
"Estimating the fund a.t two and u 


half million dollars per annum, which 
is probably high, and the expense nec- 
essary to be incurred by the govern- 
ment in order to bring water within 
reach of the settler, at $10 per acre, the 
fund would, up to the time it was aug- 
mented by sales of irrigated lands, be 
sufficient to make possible the irriga- 
tion of 250,000 acres of land per annum. 
Any considerable increase over this 
amount must come 
from the use of 
moneys received from the sales of Ir- 
rigated lands; therefore the entire arid 
region would be interested in having 
these moneys promptly and fully paid. 
"Private enterprise stimulated by the 
work performed by the government, 
and encouraged to undertakings now 
impracticable, by growth in population 
and extension of lines of communica- 
tion, will undoubtedly carry on irriga- 
tion, development and reclamation in 
the aggregate, much more rapidly than 
will be accomplished by the works con- 
structed under the provisions of this 
bill; but -at the most liberal estimate, 
the increase of cultivated acreage under 
irrigation, under the most favorable 
conditions, will be very stow compared 
with the rapid Increase which has been 
going on for the past 30 years in the 
development of the Mississippi valley; 
and the estimate of the director of the 
geological survey, that within 38 years 
after the passage of the act, 110,000,000 
acres 
would be 
irrigated directly 
through the agency of works under- 
to.ken by the government, and -10,000,000 
by private enterprises, is certainly high 
enough, and probably more than can be

MINORITY REPORT ON 


THE IRRIGATION BILL. 


Special to the Gazette. 


Washington, March 10.—The minority 


report on the general irrigation bill 
signed by Representatives Ray, New 
York, and Jenkins, Wisconsin, was filed 
today, opposing the bill. The report re- 
cites that the proposed reclamation 
fund is inadequate to irrigate the arid 
lands in the state named in the bill, and 
to devote sales lands in one state for 
reclamation of lands in another is man- 
ifestly unjust. 


The report contends that it is uncon- 
stitutional to improve public lands to 
render them salable; that the bill gives 
the secretary of the interior too much 
authority; that land grant railroads and 
not the public will be the chief benefi- 
ciaries under the bill, that there are 
farms enough and opening new ones by 
irrigation will decrease the value of 
farms In the east, north and south. 


Senator Patterson today presented in 
the senate petitions' of Masters Union 
Brotherhood of Railroad Trainmen, 
Colorado City; Order of Railway Con- 
ductors, Denver; Typographical union, 
Colorado Springs, and Electrical Em- 
ployes, Cripple Creek, praying for re- 
enactment of the Chinese exclusion act.

Mr. Caffery's letter reads as follows:

senate chamber for the. past 10 days 
hns migrated. 
= Quarrels, contention, 


bitterness and strife have followed.The 
monotonous drone .of 
the reading 


(Merit's voice as he wandered aimlessly 
through the uninteresting sections of 
the revenue bill has given away to de- 
bute which is not only tinged with, 
but is full of, charges and counter- 
charges. 
Senator Stewart expresses 


the situation: "We are up against the 
real thing now." 
The promise made 


last Monday by, the senators that they 
would complete the revenue bill to- 
night, will to all appearances have.to 
be amended so as to read some time 
next month. The trouble has all arisen 
over a Fusion caucus which We held 
last night, the object of which was to 
reach an agreement upon the disputed 
sections, but the result of which was to 
end in a row. Just exactly what hap- 
pened, no one knows, not even the 
scniitors themselves, for each one tells 
a different story, but enough leaked 
out to warrant the statement that there 
was no agreement and that tne dis- 
puted sections will be fought out'on 
tho floor of the senate. The trouble 
arose over the assessment of corpor- 
ate property. 
Some of the senators 


.wanted to insert a clause which would 
allow the state board of equalization 
tn take into consideration the cost of 
duplicating.. the 
property, in other 


words, value it upon the cost'of re- 
producing it' regardless of its intangi- 
ble 
value. 
Another cause of the 


trouble was tho attempt to bind the 
members to the. caucus agreement. 
Thin latter proposition was favorably 
considered until.it was seen that the 
senators who favored the valuation of 
corporate property at the cost of re- 
producing bad joined with the senators 
who were inclined to be lenient on the 
.mining properties and the two forces 
were liable to force their agreements, 
thus binding the caucus to assess cor- 
porate property only at its tangible 
value. It was then that the row began. 
Senatorial courtesies w'ere lost sight 
of and personal/charges of various 
descriptions were made. , The senators 
who bellevo that : corporate' property 
should pay according to its full bonded 
indebtedness., contended that such a 
procedure would send, the Democratic 
party ;to a warmer climate^ and it only 
took about 30-minutes for every mom- 
'bf.r of the caucus to express his views 
as wanting it and the other 32 mem- 
bers to investigate tho same climate. 
The result was that the disputed sec- 
Hons wlll'be open to all the amend- 
ments and, arguments the Individual 
senators care to introduce. 


Today's proceedings indicated that 


ilie members were .laboring under.a 
strain and only the least disputed 
ppctlons .were discussed. 
That sec- 


lion of the bill which relates to tne 
I'oiinty board of 'equalization held the 
intention during the day. The house 
li-rt this board as an appealing and re- 
i lowing body.

Chairman Buckley of the senate com- 
mittee appointed to draft resolutions 
of condolence which were sent to Mrs 
McKlnley, today received a letter from 
her acknowledging the same.

Denver, March 10.—"The chair Is 
about to sign senate bill No. 3 by 
Senator Ammons: a bill in relation to 
the fencing of railroads," was the way 
Speaker Montgomery announced that 
the flrst measure of the extra session 
had been passed by the two houses and 
his signature attached would perfect It 
for the governor. Thus his excellency 
will on the .forty-fourth day of the ex- 
tra session have the flrst opportunity to 
approve or veto' the first bill passed. 
Aside from that one feature, the day's 
proceedings were of the routine order. 
The house passed the Gunnison canal 
bill on third reading and the Martin 
insurance bill on second reading. It 
also passed on second reading the Dlck- 
erson bill reducing the fees to bo 
charged for .incorporating in this.state 
GO per cent, and the Montgomery rem- 
edial bill. The latter has for its pur- 
pose the collecting of the 1901 corpora- 
tion taxes. 
Representative Ballinger 
led a successful fight against the Lu- 
bers bill which had for its purpose the 
fixing of a maximum mill levy that 
could be placed on local county prop- 
erty. The bill, If enacted, would have 
compelled the Increased valuation of 
local property. 


The senate spent the day on the reve- 
nue bill. Senator Lewis' amendment, 
placing a minimum flat tax of $1*000 on 
all foreign corporations, was lost. Tho 
remainder of the day was given over to 
the consideration of the 
manner 
of 
assessing the intangible value of inter- 
county corporations. Senator Seldorh- 
Hdgo has nn amendment, which he wilt 
introduce, to that part of the bill 
which provides a'means for arriving at 
the value of a corporation. The bill as 
It now is, recites the usual mode of 
procedure In. such cases, and says, 
"other evidence may -be received and 
considered." 
Senator 
Seldomrldge's 
amendment provides that other evi- 
dence shall be received and considered. 


The senate took up the revenue bill 
this morning and Immediately began the 
consideration ot the Lewis amendment 
whiuh places a maximum limit of $1,000 
to be raised under the flat tax jn-ovls- 
ibns from a foreign corporation. Mr. 
Lewis explained his amendment 
UB 
avoiding a hardship on companies cap- 
italized for Immense sums and doing 
more business outside of the state than 
inside. 
Those who supported the amendment 


contended that the corporations would 
pay this sum without litigation while 
if it was not adopted it would result iu 
driving many corporations out of the 
state. 
,The opponents say there is no justice 
In refusing to limit the flat tax on home 
corporations and then placing a limit on 
foreign companies. 
Senator Parks said the tax was a li- 
cense. He held that last year there was 
a J1,DOO limit but that the corporations 
did not pay their flat taxes. 
The jamendment was lost. Senator 


Seldomridge moved to make the limit 
$2,000, but this was also lost. Senator 
Farwoll'moved that the basis be two 
cents per $1,000; Instead of four cents, 
but his amendment met the same defeat, 
as did the others. 
. 


, An amendment to the insurance sec- 
tion was adopted which provides that 
insurance companies not capitalized 
shall pay a yearly tax of $1 per $1,000 
for every $1,000 of gross premiums. 
Senator Tanquary stirred, up a -hor- 


ntet's nest by moving that nil corpora- 
tions losing- their charters be so adver- 
tised in one Denver and one Pueblo pa- 
per. This was a provision of the bill 
last year and lost the state over $8,000. 
Senator Soldomrldge jokingly moved 


to advertise the list in Colorado Springs 
in order to guarantee that the people 
would know that the lists were being 
advertised. Tanquary raised the point, 
of order that Colorado Springs did not 
Support a Democratic paper and Sena- 
tor Stewart said there was no need of 
advertising our troubles butslde of the 
United States. Senator Seldomridge re- 
plied contending that Colorado. Springs 
had excellent papers. His amendment 
was lost as was expected. The Tan- 
quary amendment providing for the lists 
to be advertised .in Denver and Pueblo 
papers was lost by a vote of 10 to 13. 
Senator Smith was opposed to the 


compelling of corporations to give data 
to the state board of equalization ot 
net .proceeds," gross proceeds, etc. He 
held that many small corporations 
would be forced to quit business. He 
held that nearly every small corporation 
experienced "hard ;tlmes," and 
If a 
statement of net earnings was required 
during such hard'times, the creditors 
would close -the business. An amend- 
ment he offered to.remedy this failed. 
Senator Lewis 
offered a series 
of 
amendments which had for their pur- 
pose the allowing of the state board of 
equalization to assess and distribute the 
intangible value of inter-county cor- 
porations. He held that the county as- 
sessors would have different ideas re- 
garding the intangible value. In other 
words that every assessor would place 
a different Intangible value on every in- 
ter-county corporation thus causing un- 
just valuations. 
Senator .Hill held that a county as- 
sessor .could find the Intangible value 
of 'ah inter-county corporation and 
value his proportion as easily as the 
state board of. equalization could 11 nd 
and. determine its proportion of an 
inter-statu railroad. 
- 
Senator Whitford offoreii an amend- 


ment "vvhlch would allow the assessor 
to determine the Intangible value of the 
property In his,county of an inter- 
county corporation according us the 
tangible value in his county bore to the 
tangible value of the entire corpora- 
tion, Both the Lewis and 
Whitford 
amendments were ordered printed. 
Senator Whltford's amendment is In 


full as follows: 
"In respect to every corporation hav- 
ing property and doing, business in two 
or more counties of this state only, oth- 
er than those assessable by the state 
board of equalization, the county as- 
sessor shall asMESS that .part of the 
tangible property of any such corpora- 
tion in the proportion that its tangible 
property; In the county bears to Its 
tangible .property wherever situated.

While In the committee of the whole 
the Montgomery "remedial" bill was 
passed without debate; This is the flrst 
measure to have passed the house over 
which there was not more or less de- 
bate. The bill has for its purpose the

Representative Ballinger attempted 
to have the railroad commission bills 
made a special order for this evening 
at 8 o'clock. 


He explained that there 'seemed to be 
no time to consider a commission hill 
during the day on account of the previ- 
ous special orders so he wanted to hold 
a nlsht session and deckle whether or 
not such a law was to be enacted. The 
house was In no mood to consider rail- 
road commission bills so took a recess 
without acting on 
Balllnger's propo- 
sition. 


The first business after lunch was to 
pass the Gunnison canal bill on third 
reading.

This was known as the Martin 
amendment, and Senator Whitford'led 
a successful flght against this amend- 
ment and had it stricken from the h'fll. 
He. contended that it was particularly 
favorable to the railroads. As it now: 
Is, all corporations may be assessed' 
alike under the provisions of sec'tlbh 
60. which provides that the market 
value of their stocks and bonds shall 


sufficient. 
The house discussed the Bucklln bill 


all day and late in tho evening refused 
to adopt a miuoTlty report of the con- 
stitutional 
amendment 
committee 


Which provided that the consideration 
of the Adams bill repealing the Buck- 
lln bill be indefinitely postponed. 
It 


did adopt a majority .report of the 
same committee which provided that 
the Adams bill be referred to the com- 
mittee of the. Whole, passed on second 
reading, and sent to the supreme court 
for its opinion as to whether or not 
the repeal bill 
would 
be consuoi- 


tipnal. The vote was 33 to 26, which 
is a victory for the anti-Buckltnites. 


The senate was enlivened by a con- 


troversy 
between 
Senators Seldom- 


rldge and Stewart over a statement 
.made by Senator Seldomridge yester- 
day concerning the Colorado Fuel & 
Iron Co.,'a letter sent to Senator Sel- 
domridge by the company which was 
made public by Stewart today and a 
reply Ivy Senator Seldomridge to the 
company's letter, which was. also 
made public. 
^ 


Tonight's session of the senate was 


characterized. by "horse play." There 
are a number of the senators who ob- 
ject to night sessions, and when forced 
to attend they attempt to so disgust 
the majority that another night session 
will never be attempted. The evening 
was spent in filibustering tactics. Mo- 
tions to take a recess, to change the 
water hydrant, to adjouru, to appoint 
committees for nil kinds of. unimpor- 
tant purposes followed each other in 
rapid succession until practically tho 
evening had gone. The gallery and 
side seats were filled with visitors, 
but a number became dlsgtistcd and 
left. At 0:30 the senate filially went 
into committee of - tne whole and 
discussed the revenue bill for a short 
time and adjourned. 
Nothing of im- 


portance was transacted, except tliat 
the Whitford amendment prbvidlng 
that tho county assessors can value 
the intangible property of i'ntorcounty 
corporations was killed, and Senator 
Rush introduced an amendment pro- 
viding that the state board of equaliza- 
tion should not value street railways," 
etc. 


The afternoon session of the senate 


began by adopting the house amend- 
ments to the Gunnison canal'blll. After 
this had been done the proceedings 
were enlivened by speeches by Sen- 
ators Stewart and Seldomridge.

My 
statements with reference to ;_the im- 
portation of Asiatic labor were founded 
upon reports which have recently ap- 
peared in tho public press and which 
have not been denied; and I see by 
your letter that, you admit the truth 
of the charge as far as the Importation 
of Asiatic labor is concerned, but deny 
the assertion that I mado that it was 
to take the place of American labor. 


"I certainly resent .the imputation 


conveyed In your letter that I am en- 
gaged in any effort to Injure or Impair 
the business enterprises of this state. 
As a member of the state senate, I 
am doing what, 1 can to secure the 
passage of a just and equitable revenue 
law, which shall deal fairly, and justly 
with all the citizens of this state, 
whether rich or poor, whether engaged 
in business as individuals or in cor- 
porations.

tainly not object if I have my reply to 
your letter read in the senate and pub- 
lished.

The Grand valley field Is In what may 


be termed the waiting stage at present. 
"Wanted—A drilling outfit" Is the cry 
all over the field. 
Machinery and lum- 
ber have been ordered for weeks and 
the time has passed very slowly for 
those who are anxious to penetrate Into 
the ground to see what is under the sur- 
face. 
It is hoped by each company 
that the next freight train in will bring 
its outfit, but the supply people seem 
to be swamped by the orders from the 
Colorado field. Boulder got her or- 
ders in first and as Boulder is not yet 
supplied, the Grand valley field may 
have to wait a few -weeks longer. 
In the meantime the oil men are 


•watching developments at the Swan and 
Buckeye wells in Debeque, and are tell- 
ing new-comers about formations and 
indications of oil. That the indications 
are there, there is no question. 
All 
over that section of the state, oil makes 
its appearance on the river water and 
In springs. There are some oily springs 
near Rifle. At Debeque, both wells have 
encountered the oil sand lying just un- 
der the oil rock and this is said to be 
the only place in the state where the 
oil sand proper is encountered.

Debeque field, which is now -widened 
into the Grand valley field, gives prom- 
ise of being one of the great oil fields 
of the country.

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REFORM IN SENATORIAL ELECTIONS. 


O 


N FEBRUARY 13 the national house of representa- 


tives passed House Joint Resolution No. 41, which 
provides for the election of United States sen- 
ators by direct vote of the people. The resolu- 


tion was indorsed unanimously hy the committee that 
reported it, and the 'opposition to it in the house was so 
slight that there was no serious discussion of it and the 
vote was taken without a roll call, the speaker merely 
declaring that'll had received the necessary two-thirds 
In its favor. This resolution is worded the same as that 
which had been previously passed by the house and 
ignored hy the senate. In presenting the resolution for 
final passage. Mr. Corliss (Republican), of Michigan, 
who had charge of the measure, said: 


"Mr. Speaker, it is not my purpose to discuss this 


joint resolution. This resolution is almost identical with 
the resolutions adopted in the Fifty-fourth, 
Fifty-fifth 


and Fifty-sixth congresses. I have personally discussed 
it on the floor of the house.. It is well known to all of 
the members, and I will content myself with the reitera- 
tion of the remarks of our distinguished speaker in the 
Ffty-fifth congress when he said that this was a measure 
demanded by the American people, and that the members 
of 'this house, representing directly the people, should 
pass this measure and continue to pass it, and knock upon 
the doors of the senate until it listens to the voice of the 
people." 


Nevertheless, there is loo much reason to believe that 


the present seriate will prove as deaf to the popular 
demand as previous senates have been. The joint reso- 
lution has been referred to the senate committee on 
privileges and elections, and there it is likely to remain. 


There is,, however, a way in which the reluctance of 


the senate to change the methods of electing Its members 
can be overcome. The Constitution wisely provides that 
upon application of the legislatures of two-thirds of the 
several states congress shall call a convention for pro- 
posing amendments to the Constitution. 
Such resolu- 


tions have already been adopted by nearly the required 
number of legislatures, one of the latest to do so being 
that of Nebraska. 
This Nebraska resolution was pre- 


sented to the national house of representatives on the day 
following the passage of the joint resolution above re- 
ferred to, and In accordance with the usual custom a 
circular message was also sent to the legislatures of the 
other states Informing them of the action of, the Nebraska 
legislature, and this message was received in Denver, a 
few days ago. Colorado is, as we are informed, one of 
the states that have already adopted such a resolution 
for a constitutional convention. 


The facts here stated'show sufficiently that the move- 


ment in favor of the election of United States senators 
by direct vote ot the people is no longer partisan or sec- 
tional. It is, as Mr. Corliss said, a measure demanded by 
the American people. The only obstacle in the way of its 
accomplishment is the stubborn opposition of the United 
States senate, many of whose members could never have 
reached their present position under a system different 
from the one now in force, while the theoretical argu- 
ment in favor of the continuance of the plan of election 
by state legislatures comes from those who distrust the 
people and are ever desirous of keeping the public power 
in the hands of a clique or coterie which may be influ- 
enced to do something else than what is desired by the 
people at large.

HERE does not appear to bo any danger that this 


republic will suffer through the lack of someone 
to maintain the negative on any question under 
discussion. In even so simple a matter as the 


irotection of the president from the assault of anarchists, 
a senator is willing to make himself conspicuous by op- 
msing a law which seeuis reasonable to 99 out of every 
100 Americans, regardless of party. 


Senator Bacon's idea is that the president is no better 


jefore the law than any other American citizen aad 
therefore there ought not to be made any law which puts 
lim on a different footing from anyone else. 


But the president is exposed to unusual danger be- 


cause he is the president. 
If Garfleld had not been 


entrusted by his fellow countrymen with the arduous 
ituties of the presidency, including the selection and ap- 
pointment of many thousands of government officials at 
home and abroad, he would have been safe from the 
bullet of the assassin. No one would have killed Garfleld 
on account of individual hatred, because he was a good, 
peaceful and kindly man. The assault made upon him 
was due entirely to his official acts, done in the discharge 
of his official duties. So with President McKinley, the 
blow which ended his life was aimed not at the indi- 
vidual, for his generous, kindly and honorable character 
would have exempted him even from the hatred of the 
anarchist, but it was aimed at the official head of the 
nation, the representative of the law against which 
anarchy has declared its warfare. 


It is only fair and right, then, that the people should 


enact special laws to protect the president from the 
special danger to which he is exposed as the representa- 
tive of the people, and that they should provide proper 
punishment for the violation of those laws. 


It is also true that the evil resulting from an attack 


ipon the president is much greater and more far-reaching 
in its consequences than comes, from an assault upon a 
private citizen. 
The interruption of our governmental 


affairs, the change of national policy, the disturbance of 
our entire business and industrial world, are some o£ 
the things that would be likely to come from the assas- 
sination of the president, and such things as these are 
among the objects of such crimes. 
Deplorable as the 


death of any private citizen might be, it could not pos- 
sibly entail the serious consequences to the whole nation 
that might easily, come from the death of the president. 


For these two reasons, therefore, It for no others, ft 


s entirely proper that a law should be enacted by con- 
fess making the assassination of the president of the 
United States a different crime under the law from a 
murderous attack upon a private citizen. It is a different 
crime, in fact, and a much more serious one. 


BEET SUGAR STATISTICS. 


OME recent statistics published by the depart- 


ment of agriculture are of local as well as gen- 
eral interest. " 
The total production of beet sugar in the 


United States in the season of 1901-2 has aggre- 
gated 185,000 tons. There are nine factories in 
course of construction for operation in 1902, 
including plants at Greeley, Eaton and Fort 
Collins, Colo., and Phoenix, Ariz., ranging in 
capacity of daily output from 500 tons to 1,000, 
the latter figure being the capacity at the 
Phoenix plant. ' 


The number and aggregate capital of the 


present and prospective plants by states in- 
clude the following: 


Arizona, two, $1,500,000. 
California, live, $3,300,000. 
Colorado, seven, $5,000,000. 
Idaho, one, §500,000. 
Montana, one, $500,000. 
Oregon, one, $500.000. 
Utah, three, $2,500,000. 
Wyoming, two, $1,500,000. ^ 


Those figures show the rapid growth of the beet 


•ugar industry In the United States, and they also in- 
dicate very clearly that Colorado has already assumed 
the position of leadership in this industry. It will be 
noticed that Colorado now has a larger number of 
factories than any other rtato, and this in spite of the 
fact that it was one of the- latest to engage in sugar- 
making. The figures presented substantiate the state 
merit made sometime ago that Colorado-grown beets 
contain a larger amount of sugar than those of any 
other sta'e. 


It would bo especially unfortunate and foolish in 


the face of such a showing to adopt any measure that 
would endanger so promising an industry as this. The 
sugar beet Is grown by free labor, it is grown under 
conditions that tend towards a high state of civilization, 
and social organization. It is an industry that can be 
made a part of our industrial system without harm 
or danger to any one, and with important benefits to 
the sections chiefly concerned and the nation at large. 
The Republican policy of protection could not find a 
better opportunity than is offered by the sugar beet in- 
dustry, and no more serious mistake could be made at 
the present time than to deny protection to this in 
dustry under any kind of an excuse. 


The beet sugar growers have a right to expect 


favorable treatment from the Republican party, and 
from the United States government, and the figures 
presented both by the local authorities and the national 
government abundantly support their claims. 


Some rather interesting changes in military commands

A CRIME AGAINST THE NATION. 


UNNECESSARY FEAR. 


S 


O much has been said and written lately about 


the danger of tuberculosis and tho necessity for 
the observance of proper sanitary precautions 
on the part of those affected by this disease 


and their associates, that there Is danger of a wrong 
dea in the public mind that may lead to regrettable 
consequences. 


Dr. John Inglls, well known In this city, recently 


wrote a communication to the Journal of the Ameri- 
can Medical association in which he said: 


The recent agitation in California shows a 


growing tendency to make the lite of a tuber- 
culous patient miserable. It is said to be done 
in the interests of the people and for the good 
of the states that are to bar these unhappy 
victims. But in fact it is due to nothing less 
than 
what 
may 
be called 
tuberculophobia. 


^Physicians are to a great extent responsible 
" for this. 
There 
are too many exaggerated 


statements about the contagiousness of tuber- 
culosis. 
Here is a city built up almost en- 


tirely by its fame as a health resort for lung 
patients; also because no useless restrictions 
have been placed upon invalids. 
Yet it is a 


fact that there are hundreds of people in Colo- 
rado who came for their health, have regained 
it and taken up permanent residence, who now 
advocate the passage of laws restricting "others 
from regaining their health in the same way. 
A young man from the east went to New Mexi- 
co over a year ago. 
He arrived 
in a town 


•where he found the people so afraid of a con- 
sumptive that it was with the greatest diffi- 
culty he secured boarding, and he was unable 
to find a place in the town where he could rent 
a room permanently. 
Disheartened 
and dis- 


couraged he turned eastward again, only to die. 
Such fear is nothing short of criminal. It seems 
to me that the medical profession at least 
should be the friend of the sick. 
Even con- 


• sumptives are entitled to some rights. 


The plan suggested of isolating them in 


colonies like lepers is both inhuman and un- 
called for. 
If there is anything depressing to 


the mental condition of a consumptive it is in 
being thrown into constant contact with so 
many other in his own state. Whatever may 
bo the legal right of a state to shut the citizens 
of other states out from its natural advantages 
(though we doubt the legality of it) there can 
be no question about the inhumanity of such 
a law. 


. Any physician knows that tuberculosis is 


neither contagious nor infectious as the or- 
dinary layman understands those terms. 
Yet 


we meet with people who will walk a block 
out of their way to keep from passing one of 
these poor victims. 
A few days ago I was 


called to see a man who works at one of the 
hotels in this city. He had a severe cold and 
an accompanying cough. His first question was: 
"Do you think I could have caught consump- 
tion?" I Inquired how. "Well," he said, "there 
were some men stopping here who had It." I 
found out that the men referred to had stopped 
at the hotel over night, and my patient had an 
idea he might have taken it from them as he 
would 
smallpox. 
No 
word 
but "panic" ex- 


presses the present attitude toward this disease 
in some quarters. 
Dr. Inglis speaks approvingly of Colorado Springs 


as a place where no useless 
restrictions have been, 


placed upon invalids. Yet even here instances might 
be cited where wholly unnecessary hardship and wrong 
have been inflicted because of unreasonable and un- 
scientific fear. 


There is need of better and more exat-t public 


knowledge upon this- subject. 


It is not surprising that Japan should feel extraor- 


dinary pleasure in tho new Anglo-Japanese treaty. Its 
conclusion not only makes it possible for Japan to con- 
tinue the struggle against Russian aggression in northern 
China in a way that waB not possible before, but it raise's 
Japan in dignity as a nation to a degree never before 
attained by her. So far, however, the Japanese seem to 
realize the necessity for bearing themselves with dignity 
under the circumstances, and thus far the. British hav« 
had, no cause to be ashamed of their new ally. 
' 


SUGAR AND MORALS. 


T 


HE ALACRITY with which eastern sentimentalists 


are ready to sacrifice western sugar interests to 
pay the "moral duty" to Cuba, reminds one ot 
the willingness with which Artemas Ward offered 


its wife's relations on the altar of his country. Some of 
the people and many of the newspapers of the east are 
evidently willing to go to any lengtfis to convince the 
Cubans that we love them as our own, so long as no 
eastern interests arc injured thereby. 


Also we are expected to admit that the demand of the 


western sugar growers is selfish and immoral, and that 
we of the west ought to be not only willing but eager to 
be offered up for the benefit of eastern trade and manu- 
factures. 
The fact that the Republican party is coin- 


mitted to the policy of protection and that specific aud 
definite promises have been made to the sugar beet 
rowers is entirely overlooked. 


Now so far as the question oC morals is concerned it 


does not seem that it is any worse for the people of the 
west to advocate and to work for something that .very 
ireatly concerns their business interests than it is for 
the people of the east to try to get the Cuban tariff 
owered in order that they may buy sugar a little cheaper 
and have a little larger market for their manufactures. 
But it certainly is a question of considerable moral irnpor- 
;ance whether the Republican party and the Republican 
administration'is going to keep its word, towards the 
western beet growers and the western sugar makers, and 
protect them from cheap tropical labor, as it expressly 
agreed to do. 


If the country has a moral duty towards Cuba that has 


not already been discharged a dozen times over, let it 
moot the obligation honorably, 'but let it hot be made 
an excuse'for violating promises to our own citizens. Let 
the nation not put itself in the attitude of wrongfully 
taking money from the west in order to be generous in 
Its charity towards Cuba.

of Colorado, but it is especially so to tho neighboring 
city of Colorado Springs which has always manifested 
a friendly interest in the welfare of Pueblo. At the 
present time, especially, wo have the right to believe 
hat the growth of Pueblo will bo a very strong influence 
:owards the permanent prosperity of Colorado Springs. 
The two cities are not and cannot be rivals in any un- 
'riendly sense of the word. 
Our people are glad to 


!earn of Pueblo's prosperity and to do all they can to 
assist In promoting Its welfare in the same spirit that 
we know would be shown to us under like circumstances. 


RURAL FREE DELIVERY. 


T 


HERE are always plenty ,of members of con- 


gress who will oppose on grounds of narrow 
economy anything that tends to the general 
welfare of the country and this is especially so 


when the matter is not one that concerns their own 
mmedlate and personal interests. It is not surprising 
therefore, that there should be objection to the continu- 
ance and extension of the free'mail delivery in the rural 
districts, but It would be hard to find any good or suffi- 
cient argument against the system which has been- so 
successful in operation and has been so eagerly wel- 
comed and approved by those whom it is intended to 
benefit. 


That the general Intelligence of the people is a bene- 


fit to the nation and may properly be made the object 
of governmental caro and expense is so well established 
as a principle of the American republic that it is no 
longer subject to argument. 
And it is of equal impor- 


;ance that the government should do what it can within 
reasonable limits to promote contentment, morality and 
high standards of living among its people. The popu- 
lation of the rural districts are especially worthy of at- 
tention for two reasons: they are so situated that they 
cannot of themselves maintain that constant touch with 
the life of tho nation that is possible 
in the 
more 


thickly populated cities, and they are particularly val- 
uable to the government as citizens. Besides that, the 
work done in tho rural districts is of the utmost im- 
portance to the nation and It is .directly for the national 
advantage to make country life as agreeable as possi- 
ble. 


It Is not fair and It Is not right that special favors 


should be shown to the people of any class or section. 
The residents of the cities should not be taxed to give 
exceptional advantages to 'the farmers. 
But, on the 


other hand, the people of the country have a right to ex- 
pect the same treatment from the government that the 
city people receive, and the mere question of additional 
cost should not decide the matter against them. The 
application of this principle Is seen in the school sys- 
tem. It undoubtedly costs more per capita for the child 
in the country school house than for the city child, but 
both are entitled to an education and the state feels 
that neither must be neglected. 
The same principle ap- 


plies to the rural mail delivery. It costs more to get 
the newspaper or the letter to the farmer and the far- 
mer's wife and the farmer's children, but they need them 
more, and the nation is doing an injustice to no one In 
seeing that they are served wherever it is reasonably 
possible to do so. 


When the system of rural delivery was introduced 


by the postoffice department it was with the under- 
standing that it was in the nature of an experiment, and 
that if it was successful it would be gradually extended 
to cover a larger area of territory. The experiment has 
been tried and it has been found to be even more suc- 
cessful than was expected by 
its 
founders. 
There 


should be no hesitation in carrying out the original pur- 
pose. 
The rural mail delivery should be extended as 


rapidly and as far as it is possible to do so.

If New Mexicans were de 


prlved of the USD of the water, the next step would 
probably be to endeavor to shut off Colorado from using 
any of the water from this stream, and this case alsc 
has an important bearing on the similar controversy ovei 
the waters of tho Arkansas river, now in dispute between 
Colorado and Kansas. 
The whole matter Is one thai 


should be settled by the supreme court of the United 
States as soon as possible, and it will be a constant source 
of annoyance and vexation until it is settled. 


It is a good plan for the United States army authorities 


to establish a post especially for the care of invalid sol 
diers, but this post might much better be established In 
Colorado than in Nebraska. 
The conditions at Fort 


Logan would be especially favorable for such a post, anc 
they would be even better near the foot of Cheyenne 
mountain at or near the place which was gaining BO rap 
idly in favor as a summer camp ground when the out- 
break of the war with Spain sent all the soldiers into 
active service. Both In summer and In winter the Colo 
rado climate surpasses that of any other part of the 
country, and It is much to be regretted that the govern 
mcnt did not take advantage of this fact in selecting 
tho site of the invalid camp.

Women's Clubs and Social Service. 
Speaking of the Influence .of women on 
he sociological problems of the day, 
Dr. W. H. Tolman of the New York 
Jeague for Social Service, is reported 
:o have said recently: 


"I have given any number of talks In

THE STAB ALGOL. 
| 


Algol is the best known and the most 
remarkable of a certain class of vari- 
able starsj generally named from It the 
Algol-variables. They are characterized 
by the following peculiarities: First, 
their changes of light arc repeated In a 
short period, comprising not more than 
four or five days, and this period is of a 
perfectly definite length, and the phe- 
nomena in the successive periods pre- 
cinely similar, so that the variation in 
brightness takes place with the regu- 
larity of an accurate clock. Second, 
during the greater part of the period 
there is no change in brightness at all, 
but the star gives out steadily its maxi- 
mum amount of light. But during a 
small fraction of the period the light 
wanes, then, after a certain number of 
minutes at minimum brightness, it re- 
covers itself in about as long a time as 
was spent in the decline, and having 
regained its original Intensity again re- 
mains perfectly steady until its period 
is completed. This description applies 
to about 15 stars, so far as is yet known. 
Most of them are telescopic, but the 
typo-star Algol is plainly visible to 
the naked eye. even at minimum, and 
when at its ordinary brightness is but 
little bejow the average second magni- 
tude star. In fact, It Is about miflway 
In brightness between the two "point- 
ers" In the Great Dipper, being about 
afi much brighter than Beta as It falls 
short of Alpha. The period of Algol Is 
three days, lacking about three hours, 
or, to be more exact, it is 68.8154 hours.

COAL MINER SUES 
EOR HEAVY DAMAGES. 


Alexander Ferguson, a coal miner, 


formerly employed at the Pike's Peak

to the structure of the star. By virtu 
of the study of its light-changes, Algo 


has become more fully known to the 
astronomer than any other of the lum- 
inous bodies with which space is filled, 
except our own sun. Discussion of these 
researches and their results will, how- 
ever, be postponed to later numbers, 
and the remainder of the present article 
will be devoted to an attempt to give 
directions for finding Algol in the sky, 
FO that, if it should be clear this even- 
ing, as many readers as possible may be 
able to locate the star and watch Its 
fall in luster. The occurrence of sub- 
sequent minima which fall at convenT 
lent hours for observation will be noted 
in the monthly calendar. 
It should 
be noticed that next Saturday will be a 
good time for observing the gain of 
brightness: for then, the period of di- 
minution having taken place during the 
day-time, the star will be at minimum 
at the beginning of the evening. So by 
combining an observation this evening 
with one next Saturday the whole pro- 
cess of change may be watched. 
To llnd Algol, at this time of year, It 
s but to set out from Cassiopeia. The 
ve principal itars of this constellation, 
ormlng a sorawling letter W, are eas- 
y distinguished in the northwestern 
ky in the early evening. Alpha and 
eta Cnssiopelae are the two stars near- 
r,t the horizon, while Epailon is tha 
ighest of the five. From Bpsilon start 
.•pstward in a direction nearly parallel 
o the line joining Alpha and Beta, and 
iroceetl a little less than twice the dls- 
ance that separates those stars. This 
irings us to Eta Perei, and if we con- 
inue in the same direction a fourth 
part as far, we come to Gamma, Persel, 
i brighter star. From Gamma two 
,treams of stars, slightly diverging, ex- 
end In the general direction thus far 
ollowed. The upper one contains the 
more brilliant star*, In fact, the next 
star to Gamma, along this road, ia 
Alpha Persei, the brightest in the con- 
stellation. Beyond Alpha, this line can 
b? traced with some bends and irregular 
distances betweejvithe stars, till it seems 
to terminate in the Pleiades. Keturn- 
ing to Gamma, let us take the left hand 
or lower road, along a succession of four 
stars, in a smooth curve, the first three 
equally spaced, and not very different 
in brightness. 
These stars are Iota, 
Kappa, Beta and Kho Persei, and the 
third of them, Beftt Persei, is otherwise 
known as Algol, and is in fact the ob- 
ject of our search. When not In the 
obscure part of its period, Beta is no- 
ticeably 
brighter than 
either Iota, 


Kappa or Bho, though not so bright as 
Alpha in tho other line of stars. But 
when at its minimum Beta has about 
an equal brightness with nho.
